wiſe burnt the Towns of Carrick-Fergus, Colraine, Belfaſt, Ralpho, Stra- 
bane, Donegall, and Antrim, with the whole Countries adjacent, even 
_ the very Graſs and Corn, driving all the Cattel before them ; The Gar- 
| rifon Sallied, out upon the Rere, and cyt off ſeveral Straghers, taking 
their Baggage; and had they had ſome Horſe, they would have given

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The Noble Col. Walker having received rhe ſeaſonable Reli&, ſent
